The announcement is frequently made 
that until further notice the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad will not receive freight 
tor points beyond Chattanooga. This pro- 
duces much complaint, because freight 
blockades no doubt do much injury to our 
commercial interests. We have made tre- 
quent statement of the fact that the gorge 
1s not at any point on our road, and that it 
is caused by the inability of the connect. 
ing rogds beyond Chattanooga to carry the 
immense traffic between the Southeast 
and the provision States; but, pending the 
vote on the Cincinnati Southern railroad 
bill in the Legislature, a studious effort was 
made, and is stil] made, to create the im- 
presdion that the blockade ws caused by 
the insufficient means of transportation 
between this point and Nashville. We 
have published a lengthy article from the 
Nashville Banner explaining (he cause of 
the refusal, so often published in that city 
and this, to receive treights for the South- 
east, and now it Seems necessary to reit- 
erate the substance of that explanation. 

There has been no time this winter 
when the Louisville and Nashville road 
was unable to forward promptly to Nasb- 
ville or Memphis al) the treight offered tor 
all points South, Southeast or South west.

There are often as many as 
10,000 sacks of corn in the depot at Nash- 
ville awaiting transportation to Georgia, 
and, rather than risk the delay and danger 
of storing freight at Nashville aad Chatia- 
nooga to wait there for transportation over 
the Western and Atlantic, the Louisville 
and Nashville road refuses to receive it 
until there is some prospect of sending it 
straight through. Meantime it is not only 
able to transport all the merchandise of- 
fering, but can and does spare liberally of 
its rolling stock to supplement the de- 
ficiencies of connecting lines. Exclusive 
of the Green Line cars, which run h 
to Savannah, the Louisville and Nashville 
road now has 254 cars running south ot 
Nashville. If there were railroads from 
every point on the Ohio to Chattanooga it 
would not relieve the present treight block- 
age in the least.
